Ernest R. Groves Gets B Five Years and Six
Months in the Penitentiary,

Ernest 1. Groves, who was trled at
the Inst tarm of Jafferson county court
for the erime of murdering his father,
and who was found gullty of voluntary
manslnog hter by the jury, wie sentenoe)
Ingt Thursday by Judge John W, Roewd
to a term ol five years amd six months
In the Western Penltentinry, He was
takon to the ponltentinry yostorday by
Deputy SBherlll Chesnutt, An applios-
tion had been made for n now trelal, but
after benving the srgements for now
trinl, Judge Reed rofused to greant 1y,
Below we publish in full what Judge
Reed nld o Bronest Groves In open
court bofore pronouncing his sentenes:

By the Court;—Ernest I
ptand up. Whet have you 1o say, If
anything, why the sentenee of the law
should not e prssed upon you?

Alter a long and exhaustive teinl, In
which your every right was jenlously
guarded by able and learned covosel,
the jury hiss found you gullty of volun-
tury manslanghtor.  Upon the trial all
reasonable doubls were rosolyed In your
favor by the eourt, and | oam satisfed
they wore so resolved by the jury. The
Commonwenlth offered to prove cortaln
stataments made by your fathor, aftor ho
hnd Been earried Into the honse, which
strongly  tended 1o corroborate the
theory that you struck your father on
the shed roof,  These statements, made
by your father, woro exeluded from the
conslderation of the jury because the
court was not satisfied they wore mude
in view of approaching death, or in n
consclous condition of mind that death
was Inevitable, Possibly they woere wd-
miasible as a part of the res gestae, but
you wore given the benelib of the doub
und they were excluded, The same
may be sald of every doubtful gues-
tion relative to the admission of evi-
denoe upon the teinl of the enuse,

In the determination of the onse by
the jury, they gave you the banefit of
overy reasonable doobt regarding the
degroe of the orime commitied, and
found you gullty of the lowest gradae of
erime coverad by the indictment exhib.
Ited agalnst you.

The facta and clrovmstances In ovi-
denee Impress the mind with an ablding
eonviction that you were in some way
instrumental In causing the death of
your father. They ovidently so im-
pressed the jury, and the court conloss.
ef to the same impression.  The renson-
able doubt in tho case portains rathor
to the dogreo of gullt than that no
gullu nt all exists,  If you are an ontive-
ly innocent mun, and have been made
the vietim of a fortuitous state of fucts
and clroumstances portending guilt, It
i unfortunate indeed, and in that event
I cannot belleve otherwiss than that
the Judge of judges will eventually
overrnle it all for your good if you will
but trust Him. I you wre guilty, then
I am persunded that the punishment
which the law Imposes will be the least
that you will suffer hy remson of your
olfense.

1t I with sorrow and regrot that [
pronounce upon you the sentence of the
law, and in doing so I um ioelined to
give you the beneflt of every extenunt-
fog fact and circumstances disclosod
upon trial of tho case. To pass upon
you, however, & light or trivial sen-
tence would be to oullify the verdict of
the jury and to bring the sdministration
of justice Into disrepute. [If lonocont
you should go free, If gullty, us detor-
mined by the verdict of the jury, the
sontence should in some mersure wb
least b commensurate with the olfonse
committed. [ deem the sentence which
I am about to pass an extiemely moerol-
ful one.

Aud now, November 28th, 1001, the
court sentences the defendant, Ernest
R. Groves, to pay a fine of one dollar to
the Commonwenlth, pay the costs of
prosecution, and undergo an Imprison-
ment by sopurste or solitary confine-
mont at labor in the Western Penliten-
tary, of Pennsylvania, (situated In the
olty and county of Allegheny) for and
during the perlod of five years and six
months, there to be kept, clothed, foed
and treated s the law direets, and stand
committed untll this sentence is com-
